In the opening pages of his 
bodk Sir Edward Grigg pays 4 
gen¥yrous tribute to Jaures, the 
fnmoux French Socialist and 
patriot who was essassinated at 
the end of that momentous month 
of July, 1914. Jaures maintained 
that patriotiam must be the basis 
of a wider inspiration than love 
of country. He emphasised that 
patriotism entailed readiness to 
serve in defence of an idenl.. He 
foresaw that protestations of love 
of freedom and homeland would 
be of no avail unless there was 
the will and the ability to defend 
those greatly trensured = aspira- 
lions against ndversaries with 
different conceptions and objec- 
tives only. attainable by means of 
armed force.’ og 


By such initial arguments Sir 
Edward Grigg treads the corridors 
of war and post-war history. 


The very logic and admir- 
able argument, of his book 
| must convince-the majority of ; 
hia readers that only if we 
prepare to defend the liberty 
which we love shall we be 
able to retain what we have 
gained and.for which we have 

sacrificed. so. much. 


Accordingly this book pleads for 
whole-hearted preparation agninat 
war, not to further “totalitarism” 
but to strive to make Britain safe 
against it. 


He writes: “Freedom will be 
lost to us because we have been 
too careless to see that the top- 
most indispensable ral] is strong 
and in its place; and no man or 
woman is a true friend to freedom 
who will not cast aside that crass 
indifference,” 


Sir Edward is an exacting critic 
of our British and Continental 
statesmen since the days of Dis- 
racli, Gladstone and Bismarck. He 
ia frankly sceptical of the success 
of the present-day policy of de- 
fending Democracy by concessions 
to Autocracy. But he is an ardent 
admirer of both Democracy and 
England. =

-- attack on England the author of 


this country by the grent dic- 
tntorships; and there is not a 
man or woman In Britain who 
docs not loathe the thought of 
war—the horror. of it, the 
awful and irreparable wacri- 
fice. 


That is the greatest of our pro- 
blems to-day—how to save free- 
dom in Europe without being 
force into war. 


Sir Edward writes in analytical 
terms of England’s lure f igoln- 
tion, her economic. aspacts’ant the 
fetishes of days ‘gone ‘by. He ex- 
plodes the theory that the Conser- 
yatives in the Parliament at West- 
minster are of secret Fascist lean- 
ings. He shows how tremendous is 
the atruggiec to preserve the rights 
of individuality, free speech and 
the British conceptions of liberty, 
and yet nt the same time to be able 
to defend these rights against the 
might of armed forces.

The alr menaco has completely 
transformed the situation in the 
matter of national defence: Nel- 
ther the Navy nor the Army nor 
the Air Force can prevent: in- 
vasion from the air, That can only 
be resisted by the population as o 
whole, argues Sir Edward. Acrial 
attack may be launched against 
England with little warning—“‘it 
will certainly be so Jf we are not 
organised in advance to resist it 
in our cities and ports, our fac- 
tories and vital public: services.” 


In: this context the “author 
quotes’ Herr Hitlor’s specch to the 
Lengue of German Girls in Nurem- 
berg in March, 1987, when the 
Fuchrer stated: 


“J¢ 1 should ever want to 
attack an enemy, I should. do 
it differently from Mussolini.

there should be a national regis- 
ter of citizens and that the whole 
nation should devote itself to 
voluntary training, He writes: 


“When once the register is com- 
piled, it will lie with all those 
who are free to volunteer to prove 
that compulsion need not be ap- 
plied. If we wish our voice to be 
to make an end of the weakness 
displayed by Democracy in recent 
yenrs, that is the way to do it. 
The register need not lend to com- 
pulaion, if our pcople will realise 
in time that this minimum of or- 
yanisation and voluntary effort is 
imperative for their own accurity 
and to give them that decisive in- 
fluence for peace which they nione 
can exercise, 


“We can do this with free sor- 
vice if only we will face the need 
for registration and classification 
ns the framework of defence on 
voluntary lines. It would be a 
splendid demonstration . of na- 
tional spirit to make our system 
of home defence clearly and un- 
miatakably complete, without com- 
pulsion, by that means.” 


Sir Edward goes on to examine 
the strength of the Navy, the Air 
Force and the Army. He’ points 
out that Britain’s firet line afr 
atrength is half of that of Ger- 
many and he urges that this dis- 
parity must be corrected as soon 
as possible. 


At the end of the volume, Sir 
Edward Grigg sums up the argu- 
ments he has employed in this ar~ 
resting book, I will quote three 
of his final paragraphs:

Denial Of War Rights 


Mr, Eugene Chen has issued the 
following statement us n collective 
reply to several inquirers who have 
requested hin’ views on the Japanese 
destruction of the airliner “iCweilin” 
on Wednesday, August 24. 

Before the conclusion’ of the Kel- 
logg Paet, there was no treaty by 
whieh any Power categorically con- 
tracted itself out of war ns the 
ritima ratio, Therefore no war. 
howover unjust or immoral in its 
enue or objective, was ilegal in the 
sense that an upggressor-power | was 
disentitled to elaim so-called rights 
of war:—the right, for instance, to 
invade enemy Vernitory and destroy 
enemy property in a theatre of war. 
to kil members of the armed forces 
of the enemy, to interfere with the 
rights and activities of neutrals in 
u war zone, to blockade, ete. 

ILLEGAL WAR 

But since the signing of the Kel- 
loge Pact nnd by the very nature and 
purpose’ of the treaty itself, all sige 
natory Powers, including Japan, have 
contracted themselves cut of war ax 
an instrument of national policy; 
and since a war of aggression is pre- 
cisely such a war, it is illegal. 

This means that, as Japan is clear- 
ly waging a war of aggression against 
China, the Japanese Government and 
jts nrmed forces are not entitled to 
claim rights of war; ond therefore 
the Japanese soldier and sailor in 
Chinn and In Chinese waters ure eri- 
minnls just na any murderer is 0 erl- 
minal, particularly the “Japaneso 
avintors who attacked the Chinese- 
Amorican airliner ‘“Kwellin” snd 
mnachine-gunned its passenger men, 
women and children, August 24. And 
this can be sustained with greater 
cogency In view of the Japancso the- 
sia that Japan ts dealing with an 
“incident”, and is not conducting war 
in China, If you aro not at war, you 
may not elnim richts of worl 

A BRITISIL ANALOGY 

This conclusion docs not register 
a mero theoretical or academic: point. 
Besldes distinguishing between 9 
legal war and an illegal war which 
the Kellogg Pact, I hold, bas im- 
pilcltly introduced into international 
law, it defines n atate of things in the 
relations between nations which {a 
as real and practical to-day _ as, 
broadly snenking, the state of Eng- 
lnnd was before the establishment of 
the British police svstem in the first 
quarter of the 10th century. Be- 
foro Sir Robert Peel Inid the founda- 
tions of the avstem. the Iecal devclop- 
ment of English public life was moro 
or less in the stage known in tho 
history of English Inw us that of 
the “hue and cry”. According -to 
the books, it was tho, duty of any 
nerson agerieved, “or diacovertns n 
felony, to raino the hue and cry and 
his nelehbours were bound to turn 
out with him and assist in the dis-

that is brondly analogous to tho

Yenr after year the’ shortcomings 
ond defects were emphasiaed and 
roma better menna of protection were 
constantly advocated. At the com- 
meneamont of tho 19th century {it was 
computed that there was ono criminal 
to every twenty-two of the populn- 
tion, The efforts mndo at revression 
were pitifully unequal.” And the 
renson for this can well be under- 
stood. . 

POLICE “EVIDENCE” 

In 1818, a Police Commission ro- 
ported:—‘Your Committco could 
imagine o syste of police that might’ 
arrive at the object sought for, yet 
such a system would of necessity bo 
odious and repulsive, and one which 
no government could be nblo to carry 
into execution. 

Again in 1822, another Polico Com- 
mission declared that “it is difficult 
to reconcile an effective system o: 
pollco with thnt porfect freedom of 
action and exemption from interfor- 
ence which aro the great privileges 
and blessings of socicty in this coun- 
try; and Your Committeo think that 
{the forfeiture or curtailment of such 
advantages would b0 too great a 
sacrifice for improvements. in police 
_. . ». however degirablo in them- 
selves if abstractly considered.”

“HONG KONG DOCTOR'S 


HTING ZONE 


IN NANCHANG-REGION 


Just back in Hong Kong after a strenuous tour 
of voluntary duty in China, assisting in the 
creation of adequate medical services for the 

. succour of the wounded, as well as in active 
work in field dressing stations, Dr. H. Talbot, 

/ member. of a well-known firm of local doc- 
tors, had a remarkable story to tell to the 


“Sunday Herald” yesterday. 


Immediately prior to his de- 
parture for Hong Kong by motor- 
cnr, Dr. Talbot had completed a 
tour of the vital defence line 
which guards Nanchang, key city, 
so the Japanese insist, of the 
Hankow- Canton communication 
system, : 

From Nanchang, Japanese 
forces are expected to drive west 
to Changsha and thus sever one 
of thu most important railway 
systems of China-ot-war. On the 
ground over which Dr. Talbot 
travolled a fortnight ago, furlous 
fighting is now proceeding. 

Dr. Talbot is the man who 
sent, through the Chinese 
Government, to the Lenguc of 
Nations, the first authentlcat- 
ed report of poison gas hav- 
ing been used against the 
Chinese forces. ‘ 
Dr. Talbot was asked by Dr. R. 

K. S. Lim, Director of the Chin- 
ese Red Cross, to make observa- 
tions regarding the care of wound- 
od Chinese soldiers, along the line 
from Nanchang to as far on the 


(Kiukinng front as it was possible 


to proceed, He wns asked to de- 
termine what surgical services 
could be rendered to the wounded 
at the foremost receiving stations, 
and to suggest means of rapidly 
evacunting the severely wounded, 
He was also asked to suggest 
methods to improve the care of 
the wounded in transit from ad- 
vanced receiving stations to the 
rear. 

MOVING, UP 

Dr, Talbot left Changsha on 
August 17, and went to Nanchang, 
where he inspected the wounded, 
who are attended by Red Cross 
units. He proceeded: by truck 
from Nanchang to Oushihmen, 
which Is between 50 to 60 li from 
the front. Beyond this point 
there are no roads, only paddy- 
field tracks. In tho opposite direc- 
tion the wounded were travelling, 
the seriously injured by stretch- 
er, the less gravely hurt walking. 

For throo days, Dr. ‘Talbor 
trayelled north through this back- 
country, until he came to Ma 
Hui Ling. Here stretcher units 
from the front lino were received 
and taken to Oushihmen, thence 
by truck to Nanchang. Ma Hui 
Ling is only about five miles from 
the actual fighting line. 

IN FRONT LINE 

From Ma Hui Ling, Dr. Talbot 
went straight into the front line 
aren. He arrived at the Wong- 
Jomen front, and proceeded alony 
this sector to Tatungkuo, then tc 
north-cast of Haikou, where there 
had beon very heavy fighting in 
the Singtze area. 

At 7.30 a.m, Dr. Talbot: left Mu 
Hut Ling, accompanied by a Bo} 
Scout guide, walking for many 
miles in terrific heat, until at 1 
farm-house, he managed to obtain 
a Horse. It was on horse-back, 
then, that he reached Heikou, and, 
after a brief reat, went on to Gen- 
erat Yip Shiu's headquarters, 
Genoral Yip, in command of the 
Singtzo sector, correctly'’sald that 
fighting was to be expected in hie 
nrea within a few days. 

- Dr. Talbot stayed with General 
Yip that night, and received < 
promiso that the commander 
would put at his disposal his 
coolies.and foodstuffs. 

OPERATION BY CANDLE 

Meanwhile, at Ma Hul Ling, 
where Dr. Talbot had established 
a Red Cross unit, whore tho roads 
from Wonglomen and Tatungkyo 
converge, Dr, Talbot porformec 
an operation by candle-light, with- 
out adequate atorile drapings or 
other neceasary equipment: 
Seen subscquently at Nanchang, 
tho wound appeared quite satls- 
factory. iE

Braces have become a symbol 
of potential calamity, remind- 
ing us that the dignity of man 
rests only upon fortuitous clr- 
cumstances, and that life itsclf 
hangs by a thread. And because 
of. their fatoful significance 80- 
ciety has ordained that they shall 
be hidden from view. 


Further, the culture and refine- 
ment of a civilised community is 
marked by its ability to hide from 
view those: details of its social 
and economic foundations which, 
thought necessary’ to the main- 
tenanco of the structure, ara un- 
sightly. 


For braces are like a drain- 
age system or an il-nourlshed 
working-class: they are essen- 
tial to our civilisation, but we 
do not wish them to be seen. . 


Small though these appendages 
are, when exposed they reduce the 
wholo: sartorial design to chaos 
and thelr wearcr to ignominy. Aa 
the poct Browning sald, when ho 
saw the blacksmith golng out to 
but with his braces on—“Oh, the 
little more, and how much it 
is!” 


There are, it is truc, people ih 
Central. Europe who, attempting 
to.combine the decorative with the 
functional, embroider their braces. 
with floral designs and wear them 
outside. But observe the nemesis: 
these people have Nazi Govern- 
ments. Let this. be a warning to 
democracy. .

T may bo argued that, these 
criticisms apply also to belts, 


The Ambassador waa a notonously absent-minded man,’ 


which perform the same function 
and are worn exposed. But tho 
simpler design of a belt renders 
its unromantic function less ob- 
vious. '

SUGGESTION TO 
INCREASE LEAGUE 


CRICKET ENT

Arising out of my report last week to the effect that at- the 
forthcoming mecting of the Cricket League, a proposal is likely 
to be submitted for home and away Lengué matches,’ is the 
following suggestion which, after due consideration, appears to 
me to be the most practicable solution of the matter, 


Lust year there’ were eight 
teams In the Senior Division. Bach 
of these terms played once against 
the others making a total of seven 
matches for each club. 


One block of fixtures wus played 
in November, threo in January, one 


in February and two in March. The ! 


lant two were originally down for 
February, but wot weather on two 
Saturdays resulted in mans postpone: 
ment, 


Our local season extends 
October until March, although 
frequently matches are played 
in September and April. 

It will appear that ‘Longue niut- 
ches ovcupy a very small proportion 
of the programmes of Senior Divi. 
sion ‘clubs and there seems to 
be little doubt that more League 
matches could played without 
necessitating tha exclusion of —an- 
nual friendlies in which H,ILCC.,, 
K.C.C.,.Army and Navy and, to a 
lesser extent, al} the remaining clubs 
indulge in. 

On tho other hand, home and away 
fixtures would mean that . Sonlor 
clubs would have to play 14 matches,. 
a conumitment that would Ieavo vory 
little timo for anything but Loaguo 
matches, ; : 

I fail to understand why the League 
authoritics do not mako more uso of 
the month of October. It appears to 
me to he easily tho moat sultable 
month, both from: the point of ‘view 
of light and {freedom from such things 
as Volunteer Camps.

As mat- 
tors now atand, a couple of defeats 
in tho oponing fixtures moro or less 
definitely places n tcam out of tho 
running, and, regrettable though St
